“ Physicians have had a ( hance to 
gain much experience in 
h a n d lin g 
poison liquor cases in the last year,” 
a physician in ch arg e of a New York 
hospital said. 
“ This has resulted in 
development of b etter meth ods 
of 
trea tm ent and accounts for the fact 
th a t deaths and serious illness from 
such causes have been reduced.” 
O u tsta n d in g in the results of the 
survey was the reduction of serious' 
accidents from 
b u r n in g 
Christmas 
trees —due largely to th e s u b s t itu ­ 
tion of the electric light for th e old 
fashioned candle. 
Only tw o m ajo r 
accidents of tills kind were reported 
while in past years there have been 
many. New York City w en t th ro u g h 
C h ristm as Day Tor the first time in 
history w ithout a fire due to a b u r n ­ 
ing Christm as tree.

Liquor ranked third, only 
seven 
deaths due to liquor poisoning being 
reported, although many cities told 
of hospitals having numerous cases 
of persons suffering from the effects 
of had alcohol. 
“ Physicians have had a chance to 
gain much experience in 
handling 
poison liquor cases in the last year,” 
a physician in charge of a New York 
hospital said. 
“ This has resulted in 
development of better methods 
of 
treatment and accounts for the fact 
til a t. deaths and serious illness from 
such causes have been reduced.” 
Outstanding in the results of the 
survey was the reduction of serious 
accidents from 
burning 
Christmas 
trees— due largely to the substitu­ 
tion of the electric light for the old 
fashioned candle. 
Only two major 
accidents of this kind were reported 
while in past years there have been 
many. New York City went through 
Christmas Day for the first time in 
history without a fire due to a burn­ 
ing Christmas tree.

Two Japanese destroyers and 200 
troops have arrived at Tien

which was raptured by General Feng 
Yuh Slang’s troops in the latest o u t­ 
break of the Chinese civil war, af 
eordlng to official advices, made pub­ 
lic by the navy department today. 
A great deal of looting of the na­ 
tive city occurred when Feng’s troop! 
Tien Tsin December 24 hut the for 
elgn settlement was undisturbed, tho 
navy depart Blent announced. 
Full responsibility for protect iou 
of property and lives was assumed 
by Feng's military 
representatives, 
order was restored later and no Am­ 
ericans molested, the message said.

W ashington, Der. 26.
